WASHINGTON (UPP - Admin- 
istration hopes of giving business 
a tax break were improved today 
with a House committee’s tenta­ 
tive approval of a means to help 
pay for it. 
The House Ways & Means Com­ 
mittee Friday gave tentative ap­ 
proval to a compromise hill that 
would withhold income tax from 
interest and dividend income. 
By withholding federal income 
tax on such incom erwhich ie al­ 
ready done on salaries — the 
mittee estimated that the govern­ 
ment would recoup $537 million 
of tile $834 million it loses an­ 
nually from taxpayers who fail to 
report income from interest and 
dividends. 
It was designed to offset some 
of (hr* $1.7 billion fhe treasury 
would expect to lose through the 
business tax relief. Chances now 
appeared good that the House 
would approve a tax - revision 
package by mid-August, hut it 
seemed unlikely that the Senate 
would follow suit this year. 
The

is 
still 
subject to 
change 
before

committee 
takes a final vote on its overall 
tm revision bill, which will he 
in early August. 
Under the plan. banks and cor 
potations would pay the Treasury 
16 2-3 per cent of interest and 
dividend

fund at the end of the year, and 
others would have to pay addi­ 
tional taxes, depending on their 
tax bracket.
